I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a  slight  decrease  as  compared  with  1913, 

The  number  of  marriages  was  144,  as  compared  with  173 
in  1913. 

The  death  rate  shows  a  slight  increase,  mainly  owing  to  an 
outbreak  of  Whooping  Gough  during  the  first  3  months  of  the  year. 

A  large  number  of  cases  of  a  mild  form  of  Scarlet  Fever  has 
been  notified  during  the  year.  This  disease  has  not  been  confined 
to  this  part  of  the  country  but  has  been  distributed  all  over 
England. 

Since  the  war  started,  a  number  of  troops  of  various  kinds  have 
been  quartered  in  the  town,  but  no  case  of  infectious  disease  occurr¬ 
ing  amongst  them  was  notified  to  me  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  Autumn,  Dr.  Manby,  L.G.B.  Inspector,  visited  Lynn 
with  regard  to  the  billetting  of  troops  ;  he  expressed  himself  as  being 
highly  satisfied  with  the  arrangements. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Shaw  for  the  assistance 
he  has  given  me,  also  to  the  temporary  inspectors  of  nuisances  who 
acted  during  his  absence  on  active  service,  and  to  the  other  officers 
of  the  Corporation  with  whom  I  have  come  into  contact.

proceedings  were  taken  and  the  case  dismissed.  Two  other  samples 
were  of  poor  quality,  but  not  adulterated). 
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HOSPITALS. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. — This  Hospital  is  in  good  order  and 
ready  to  receive  patients  as  required. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Hardwick  Road. — This  Hospital, 
which  was  renovated  according  to  my  report  of  1909,  has  been  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  is  capable  of  receiving  12  patients, 
6  in  each  ward,  which  are  completely  isolated  one  from  the  other. 


Tar-spraying  of  Roads. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  roads  in  the  Borough  have  been 
tar-sprayed. 

Flushing  and  Washing. 

All  sewers,  courts,  yards,  alleys,  &c.  have  been  periodically 
flushed  and  cleansed  as  in  previous  years. 


New  Buildings. 

During  the  year,  plans  have  been  approved  for  30  proposed 
new  buildings.  Also  for  the  laying  out  of  three  new  Building 
Estates,  viz.  :  Homelands  Estate,  Exton’s  Road  Estate  and 
King  George  Y.  Avenue. 


Troops  Stationed  in  Borough. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  daily  collection 
and  disposal  of  all  refuse,  and  the  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  all 
earth  closets  used,  in  connection  with  the  troops  stationed  in  the 
Borough, 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  as  many  as  139  notifications  from  this  disease 
during  the  year  ;  of  these,  74  were  in  the  first  quarter,  12  in  the 
second,  18  in  the  third  and  35  in  the  fourth.  Nearly  all  the  cases 
were  of  a  mild  type  which  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  there  was  only 
one  death.  23  cases  were  admitted  into  the  isolation  hospital 
during  the  year,  and  all  the  houses  wherein  notified  cases  were 
situated  were  at  the  conclusion  of  each  case  of  illness  visited  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  disinfected  the  rooms,  bedding,  &c. 


Measles. 

There  was  quite  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  causing  a  few  deaths,  chiefly  from  Broncho* 
Pneumonia.  Since  that  time  I  have  only  come  into  contact  with 
a  very  few  cases. 


Whooping  Cough. 

This,  which  is  probably  the  most  fatal  of  all  the  zymotic 
diseases  in  early  childhood,  was  the  cause  of  16  deaths  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  especially  during  the  inclement  weather  which 
visited  us  during  the  winter  months. 


Enteric  Fever. 

Ten  cases  were  notified,  with  two  deaths,  I  could  find  no  origin, 
but  they  were  probably  all  due  to  “  Carrier  ”  cases. 


Diphtheria. 

There  were  25  cases  notified,  with  4  deaths.  Probably  the  low 
percentage  of  deaths  in  this  disease  was  due  to  the  use  of  antitoxin, 
which  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  people  is  supplied  by  the  Borough 
free  of  charge. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  33  pulmonary  cases  notified,  compared  with  44  last 
year,  and  19  of  other  parts  of  the  body. 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  21,  last  year  the 
number  was  24 ;  those  from  other  parts  of  the  body  2,  compared 
with  6  last  year.  These  numbers  seem  to  show  a  slight  decrease  all 
round,  which  I  hope  may  be  maintained  in  future  years. 


Cancer. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  34,  that  of  last  year  36. 
The  average  for  the  last  15  years  is  about  29. 

Though  there  is  no  evidence  at  present  that  this  disease  is 
contagious,  it  would  be  well  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view  if  all 
rooms,  &c.  wherein  these  cases  die  were  disinfected.

Under  Sec.  132  of  this  Act,  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  now  required  in  his  Annual  Report  to  report  specifically 
upon  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  workshops  and  work  places 
so  far  as  the  matters  under  the  charge  of  the  Council  are  concerned, 
and  to  send  a  copy  of  his  report,  or  of  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with 
this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Workshops  and  Work 
places  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  have  been  found 
to  be  in  such  a  condition  that  I  am  able  to  report  very  favourably 
upon  them.  Within  the  last  few  months  I  was  interviewed  by  the 
Inspector  of  Factories  in  this  district,  who  expressed  himself  quite 
satisfied  with  the  local  administration  of  this  Act  in  the  Borough.
